2. Claims 1-5, 8, and 11-15 contain allowable subject matter over the prior art of 
record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed invention is directed to an information processing method. The 
independent claims identify the feature of " associating the measured position 
information with the video information in accordance with degrees of difference between 
the first time information representing times of day at which the measured position 
information is obtained and the second time information representing times of day at 
which the video information is obtained ". The closest prior art, Ota discloses a 
conventional apparatus and method for reproducing and managing images which are 
captured by a camera connected to a GPS unit, either singularly or in combination fails 
to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
